Dear Chris, 

Thank you very much for the copy of Richard Miller's letter in ATLANTIS #36. 
I do not care to give credence to his tissue of lies and personal abuse by reply- 
ing to it. However, since some purpose may be served by setting the record 
straight, I will make some comment. 

I do not know Mr. Miller (a pleasure I hope to continue), but it would seem 
from- his address that he knows John Beshara. He must therefore have seen EREHWON k3» 
It is obvious that he did not read it. One wonders how many of his pervaric&tions 
he made up himself and how many were handed to him from elsewhere. 

Be' that as it may, my record as an activist in the field of organisation is 
well known. I was one of four who founded the International Diplomacy Federation 
in 1966. It died from lack of interest, as did my attempt at revival in 1 968. 
In 1%9j I took orer the moribund NFFFGB Diplomacy Division and turned it into an 
active organization of 37 gamesmasters and other prominent personalities. It 
is the Division which has been active in finding new homes for orphan games; it 
was the Division which took the first steps (unfortunately unsuccessful) toward 
ending the confusion of vastly different house-rules; it was the Division which 
put out the first 'zine (PQNTEVEDRIA) aimed at new blood, telling them about the 
game and listing game openings; it was the Division which was responsible for 
getting Games Research to advertise postal Diplomacy in the game se ; ;s; it was the 
Division which set in motion the Archive project to save the written heritage of 
postal Diplomacy. All of these are player services, by the way* No one denies 
John Beshara 's important accomplishment in setting up a general-membership organ- 
ization; but in the field of service, he is far from alone (and, in point of fact, 
the DA has yet to function). If the seed Beshara has planted does grow and bear 
fruit, it is becaase others have prepared the ground for him. 

To set at rest another lie, I have never asked (much less pleaded) to be on 
the DA's board of Directors. I have, in fact, pointedly told"" John and Edi that 
I would refuse such a position if offered. 

It is indeed unfortunate that a crony of John Beshara*s should select this 
moment to launch such a reprehensible personal attack on me. This sort of juvenile 
character assassination cannot do the Diplomacy Association (which I wac one of the 
first to join) any good. It is a eick action and demeans the perpetrator. 

Thank you for giving me a copy of the letter; thank you for allowing Susanna 
to reply to the Village Elder.

EDITORIAL 



From where I am, the Beshara-Walker controversy presently going on in this 
and other Diplomacy magazines has the dimensions of a puzzle wrapped in an enigma 
shrouded in a fog of obscurity. I dare say there is both right and wrong on each 
side. But from my point of view, Mr. Walker has done the greater injustice of 
either, if only because he has made [in EREHWON i+33 an insupportable accusation 
aginst me. Rod Walker accused me of being invited to join TDA in advance of the 
public announcement, with the assumption that this was a move by John Beshara to 
build up some sort of anti-NFFFGB Diplomacy Division group. This, of course, is 
nonsense. I was informed of the true nature of TDA via the public announcement 
that appeared in GRAUSTARK. I joined the TDA on 17 March 1971 [according to the 
date on the check I sent]. Since it obviously took a few days to get to New York, 
I had been in TDA only two or three days before Rod Walker's attack appeared in 
EREHWON [dated 22 March 1971, by the way]. 

Why my membership in TDA would be; construed as being potentially anti-NFFFGB- 
DD is beyond me. The reaction taken by Mr. Walker has had an effect on the relation 
between me and the NFFFGBDD, I am not renewing my membership in the NFFFGB because 
for me it seems to be only a waste of needed money. The only constructive things 
to come out of Rod Walker's efforts are the orphan games that are now being given 
homes. This is a very commendable action. I am sure that if Rod were not the 
head of the Diplomacy Division, this would not get done. Rod is a hard worker, 
no one can deny that, yet I also feel that what is needed is not one person doing 
the work, but a group. One person cannot do everything that is needed. This is 
why the organization I am looking to is TDA. It is much more widely-based than 
the NFFFGBDD — much more efficiently equipped to do the work necessary in a Dip- 
lomacy organization. I am going to give The Diplomacy Association a chance to 
work. I can only suggest that others give TDA a chance to prove itself.

Underlined moves do not succeed. The retreats for the German F Nth and the 
Turkish F Bla are due 16 Juno 1971- Al Beckman, England, will be leaving the 
country for a few weeks. My wife, Deborah, will be a temporary substitute and 
play for Al until he returns, subject to one condition. That is, because she is 
my wife, some of the players may object. There's no reason to, as 1970AJ has 
shown, but I will still listen to any objection from 1971R players if it is re- 
ceived before 17 June 1971. If any player objects to my wife as a temporary 
substitute, I will attempt to find another substitute. 

The situation in the Black Sea, where the Turkish fleet was dislodged, but 
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the support it gave was not cut, is a situation covered in the ATLANTIS Houserules. 
The sample ruling "D" covers this: 

D. Miller's Rule will not be used; that is, a dislodged unit may give support: 

RUSSIA: A Rum-Bud, A Ser (S) A Rum-Bud 

AUSTRIA: A Bud-Ser, A Tri (S) A Bud-Ser, A Vie-Bud 

Note the move of A Vie-Bud does not succeed in stopping A Rum-Bud. 

The support is not cut because the attack comes from the province into which 
support was given* As was in 1971R: 

RUSSIA: F Rum-Bla, F Sev (S) F Rum-Bla, A Ukr-Rum 
TURKEY: A Bui-Rum, F Bla (S) A Bul-Rura 

The move A Ukr-Rum does not succeed in stopping A Bui-Rum. 

However, had the attack come from another province, such as F Sev-Bla, F n Rum 
(S} F SfivBla T the support would be cut,
